Is it possible that I am- curca, 
or that there could hav<i tx'cn a 
inistake rnatic? This Jjst lest 
■was a two-iioui; sugar tolerance 
test. 

I rend recently that there \i 
an nflernixin diabete.s test. My 
tests were in the morning, two 
hours after breakfast. — J.W, 

Diabetes isn't as si'mple to 
diagnose as .some folks think. 
Many cases are obviou". .enough, 
but some •ai'cn'l. 

It's doubtful If there was a 
"mistake" In your case, and it 
is also very risky to say that 
diabetes has been "cured." \>i>- 
causc diabti'tcs can'tf be cured. 
Not under present circum- 
stances. 

Here, however, are some pos- 
sibilities that may apply in your 
case. Since the pancreas pro-. . 
duces insulin, inflammation nf 
that organ (pancreatitis) can 
caiis« a tcmporarv disturbance 
of sugar metabolfsm, but this 
subsides If and when the paa- 
.crens. returns to normal. — — 

But since your original test 
apparently showed definite dia- 
betes. I would not assume that 
the condition of the pancreas 
was entirely! rcsponfiible. 

You've becn^on a diet since; 
your diabetes, from what I can 
judge from your letter, wasn't 
very severe. 

Another sugar tolerance test 
over a period of three or four 
hotirn rihmikl be d<>n*. Take the 
test only after you have been on 
a -liberal carbohydrate diet for 
at least three days, The answer 
then .should be conclusive as to

The big trouble is too much 
starch and sugar, too much 
caffeine and ivot nearly enough 
prfuein. 

' Ignorance and apathy rather 
than greed create the trouble, 
agreed Dr. Jean Mayer of Har^ 
vard, who is President Nixon's 
special consultant on food and 
nutrition, and Dr. Charlton 
Fredericks, -a broadcast com' 
mentator and author on nutrl 
tion. 

Both said food producers and 
processors ate much more will- 
ing la ImffrbVe the snack-foods 
and other items commonly serv- 
ed in offices and factories than 
is generally realized. "It's a 
matt<ir— of-lteeping_the 
cd and of exercising constant 
vigilance by aU concerned,'" 
said Fredericks. 

The snack foods can be Im- 
proved dramatically by" enrich 
ing breads and pastries with 
dry, skimmed milk, fish flour 
and vitamins. Dr. Mayer said. 
And far fewer snack foods fri- 
ed in fats should be eaten. He 
said the wJiolc ..national diet 
contains too much fat — the 
proportion of fat In the total 
American diet has gone up 
from 25 per cent In 1900 to HO 
per cent now and some-college 
kids and business men gel 50 
per cent fat In their meals. 
'Dr. Fredericks said the fatty, 
starchy, si^gar diet has been fe- 
sponsitile for the rise In the 
diabetes and It-v opposite, low 
blood sugar. These, he says, 
cause fatigue, irritability and 
other troubles In office and fac- 
tory workers. His latest book Is 
called "Low Blood Sugar and 
You." 

A general medical practltlon:

Dr. Harold Ros- 
enberg of New York, said he 
heartily agreed with Fredericks 
and .
